For those of you returning 
for another year you already know 
what a horrific place our library can 
be. To refresh your memory, books 
aren't in, computers are full and pho- 
tocopy machines aren't working, 
again. For those of you who are just 
embarking on your L.U. education 
don't be scared and don't get dis- 
couraged. The library truly is not as 
intimidating as it may seem. Before 
long you will become a library pro. 

For old and new, here are 
some helpful hints, complaints and 
comparisons. These are not only for 
the sake of students, staff members 
please take note. Some students out 
there will surely relate to some of 
these complaints. 

1 . Why is it that undergrads can only 
take out fifteen books? 1 understand 
that we have a small library in com- 
parison to other universities, but city 
libraries, many of which are smaller, 
allow a seemingly endless amount of 
books to be withdrawn. Even to in- 
crease the number of books by ten 
would surety make some of our 1 ives 
a little easier. 

2. Why are graduate students and 
professors allowed to monopolize the 
books (they are the ones whose re- 
turn date is months past everyone 
else's). Undergrads are people too. 
Some of the books withdrawn for a 
semester ot two at a time are vital to 
some of us but, to our dismay, they 
are beyond our reach. 

3. Exactly what is the story behind 
recalls and reserving books? Try as I 
might, never have I been able to re- 
call a book. Instead I'm told to try 
back in a few days. By then, the book 
is likely to be gone again. 

4. What is with the cost of photocop- 
ies? True when it comes to journals 
you have us caught, but isn't tenccnts 
a page (last year's price) just a little 
t<x) much? This may sound crazy but 
if the library wants to make money 
why doesn't it lower the cost? Maybe 
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fewer of us would flee elsewhere if 
the library costs were more compara- 
ble. 

These are just a few com- 
plaints that I have heard and support 
myself. Now for something to think 
about. 
Comparisons and Information 

1. Several Ontario universities offer 
L.U. students direct borrowing privi- 
leges: Brock, Carlton, Guelph, 
Lakehead, McMaster, Nippising, 
Ottawa, Queens', RMC, Laurier, 
Western, Windsor and York. West- 
em, for example, will even provide 
L.U. students with their own library 
card that offers similar privileges to 
that of Western students. 

2. Mac seems to have a great policy 
ifyouaskme. Books can be overdue, 
without a fine being charged, pro- 
vided the book has not been recalled. 
You can't ask for much better than 
that. 

3. To save you the trouble, U of T 
basically doesn't lend to anyone but 
their own, unless you are a graduate 
student, staff or faculty. You can, 
however, borrow through the inter- 
library loan system. 

4. Here's another good system I find 
very appealing. At Western, a book 
may be recalled and must be returned 
to the library in seven days. This 
provides the borrower one week to 
do their research (ample time). If by 
chance the research isn't done, the 
student can re-recall the book. The 
new borrower then has seven days to 
return it. Either way you're guaran- 
teed at least a week with the book. 
(L.U library please take note.) 

5. Again from Western a neat idea 
called BLOCS - Book Loans On Cam- 
pus Service. Simply put, if you fre- 
quent one particularlibrary and would 
like to borrow a book from another 
campus library, you can request the 
book be sent to the library you fre- 
quent. This adds to the speed at 
which research can be done. True, 



Laurentian does not have that large a 
campus. For those with tight sched- 
ules, reaching other libraries can be 
difficult. 

For those of you just start- 
ing at Laurentian and are unaware, 
the school has more than one library. 
Desmarais is the main library. 

The J.N. Desmarais Library 
is not as scary as I may make it seem. 
The library has may introductory 
courses that they offer throughout 
the school year. They provide short 
classes ranging from library orienta- 
tion to the Internet, Lexus-Nexus 
and more. 

There are some great as- 
pects to our library. The computer 
system to search for books is quite 
easy to figure out. There are several 
ways to search for what you are 
looking for. After a quick introduc- 
tion, the system becomes a breeze. 

The CD-ROM system is 
also quite easy to figure out after an 
introduction. Again, there are sev- 
eral databases in which you can per- 
form a search for journal topics. Just 
a word of warning; not all of the 
articles listed are available in our 
library. 

Many of you returning will 
certainly agree with me on this point. 
Perhaps the biggest and best perk 
about our library are the comfy chairs 
(Just be aware, they are so great a 
friend of mine missed a test he got so 
comfortable and fell asleep.) Rarely 
will you get one, but when you do 
it's sheer luxury. 

Don't despair; in a short 
amount of time the library is pretty 
easy to figure out. Despite the com- 
plaints, the library really isn't that 
bad.

Laurentian University endeavours at all times to provide a 
working and learning environment that is free of discrimination and 
supportive of productivity, academic achievement and the dignity, self- 
esteem and fair treatment of all members of the University Community.

Behaviour constituting harassment is considered by Lauren- 
tian University to be a serious offense affecting the University generally, 
and it is subject to a range of disciplinary measures up to and including 
the dismissal and expulsion by the University. 

Laurentian University has approved a Harassment Policy and 
Complaint Procedures. The aim of the policy is to discourage harass- 
ment and to resolve complaints. 

The Laurentian University Harassment Education and Com- 
plaints Committee (LUHECC) is composed of faculty, staff and stu- 
dents from the Laurentian University community and is chaired by the 
Harassment Officer. The central purposes of the committee are to 
maintain communication between various University constituency groups 
and the committee concerning the policy, education and programs, to 
monitor the effectiveness of the Harassment Policy and to make recom- 
mendations for changes, to advise the Harassment Officer concerning 
harassment education and awareness programs within the Laurentian 
community and to assist in their implementation and to act as advisors 
or mediators or members of the hearing process for the resolution of 
cases and complaints when required.

Since we last met, a real 
conservative government was elected 
in Ontario. Thankfully, the elector- 
ate rejected the tired dogma of social- 
ism under our friends the New Demo- 
crats, and surprisingly did not choose 
the Liberals in what has to be the 
biggest surprise in this province in 
quite a while. While I predicted this 
occurrence even when the Liberals 
were over 50% in support, it still 
came as a bit of a surprise to me. 

So what can we expect from 
Mike Harris and his Tories. Unlike 
Brian Mulroney, who rejected con- 
servative principles for no apparent 
reason (he was a Liberal masquerad- 
ing as a Tory), Harris seems to be a 
real conservative. What impresses 
me is that he is an old-time Tory, one 
who believes that government can- 
not be the big mommy or daddy that 
the other parties believe in, and that 
government can only get in the way 
of regular people from succeeding in 
life. 

What can we expect from 
the various pressure and lobby groups, 
and 'social critics'? What we've 



seen already. An immediate 
cry that Harris' cuts are done 
on the backs of the poor and 
the disabled, that the rich in 
Ontario will get richer, and 
the poor poorer. 

What Harris real- 
izes, and I hope to convince 
you of (if you aren't already), 
is that money you make is 
your own. Government has no right 
to take from you to 'help' someone 
else. Capitalism and Democracy are 
one and the same. In a free society, 
what you make is an extension of 
your freedom. Ifa government takes 
your money from you to support 
projects that you do not believe in, 
they are effectively making you a 
slave to someone else. It is not your 
responsibility, no matter what the 
'social critics' say, to take care of 
other people, besides those that you 
willingly provide for. A free society 
would allow you to voluntarily help 
others out, if you so wish . 

Our bleeding hearts in soci- 
ety simply demand that you give up 
part of your freedom because they 
think it right that the needy are sup- 
ported by the government. That's 
where they are wrong. Ifonecanbe 
forcibly made to give up one's mate- 
rial earnings, then this society is no 
better than a tyranny society, with 
what freedom we have a relative con- 
cept. They simply do not understand 
that a free and caring society does not 
exist when we are made to give up 
what we earned at the barrel of a 
proverbial gun. 

I'll expand upon these con- 
cepts next week, where I go into 




detail behind the philosophy against 
social programs. This column isn't 
meant to convert. It is not my task to 
distill a philosophy into a weekly 
column. I just want you to think 
about the relevant issues of the day in 
a way that you're generally not used 
to. Having gone through Laurcntian 
myself, I know that the dominant 
forces in academia, the administra- 
tion, and your student governments 
will not present an alternative view 
point. There are also groups on cam- 
pus who will vociferously oppose 
you if you dare to question their 
dogma. 

So arm yourself with knowl- 
edge and get ready to combat these 
people. You're notjust here to learn 
what a tired professor is repeating by 
rote memory for the 30th year. You're 
here to expose yourself to as many 
different viewpoints as possible, and 
this column is one of those. Please 
ignore those who are zealously op- 
posed to conservatism but deal only 
with insults ... you'll learn nothing 
from them...

That 
beans (like espresso) will have a strong taste but 
a milder-tasting coffee. Be sure to specify what 
tasting coffee order something dark-roasted, but 
look at milder roasts.

but you're just not sure of the difference between cafe au lait and cappuccino, for example. 
Cafe Au Lait : Also referred to as cafe au lait parisienne, this is just a fancy way of saying coffee with milk in it. 
It's just a cup of ordinary coffee served with steamed milk. 
Cafe Latte : Most specialty coffees are espresso-based and this is the most 
basic of them. Steamed milk is added to a shot of espresso. This drink is then 
topped with a dollop of foam and perhaps cinnamon or chocolate sprinkles. 
This is a good drink to start out with if you're not used to espresso because 
the milk dilutes the bitter taste considerably. 

Ca ppuccino : You may have seen the packages of instant cappuccino in the 
grocery store, but it is a misnomer because what makes this drink unique is 

the preparation. You can't make a real cappuc- 
cino without a cappuccino machine. It's made 
with the same amounts of espresso and milk as 
a cafe latte, but the milk is frothed and not 
steamed. Heating the milk at the surface with 
_ ^ ^^ I a steaming wand creates foam. This foam is 

\ wt ar'^ spooned onto the espresso at the bottom of the cup until it is three-quarters full. 

^^fc Af Steamed milk is then poured carefully into the centre of the foam. Again, this drink 

^^^5J^5j^"JJ'^|^ can be garnished with cinnamon or chocolate sprinkles. It's foamy and therefore less 

^5S**.^|8|P'>! smooth than a latte. It also tastes much stronger because the majority of the milk sits 

on top of the espresso and doesn't mix with it. 

Moccaccino : Pronounced mocha-chino, this is the most decadent of specialty coffees. 

Chocolate syrup is mixed with the fundamental espresso and steamed milk is added until the cup is nearly full. A 

heap of whipped cream is added to the top and then it's garnished with chocolate sprinkles. 

Now that you're educated on the basics of coffeeology, you'll be the hit of The Second Cup and well- 
equipped to deal with the imminent coffee revolution. One day in the not-too-distant future, don't be surprised if 
you find ydurself going "out for a coffee" instead of "out for a beer".

If you've been one of the millions of 
people who have jumped on the Internet in the past 
few years, you ' ve probably had the same thought as 
others, "Okay, now what?" What the popular 
media rarely tells you is that the Internet is not well 
organized and has many gaps in resources avail- 
able. After some frustration, you'll probably end 
up only using email to send the odd letter to a friend 
at another university. Hopefully this column will 
change that. Over the next few months I will be 
touching on different areas of the Internet and the 
World Wide Web to give you some idea of what is 
on the Internet and how to use it. 

Since I'm assuming that your Internet 
account is part of the service that Laurentian (alleg- 
edly) provides, I'll be dwelling on how to get you 
from here, the lynx interface. Don't worry if this 
doesn't mean anything to you now, but by the time 
the year is out, you'll be an experienced net-head. 

Some classes do work with SPSS, a statis- 
tical analysis program on Laurentian's VAX, and if 
you are one of those, you automatically have access 
through your account. For the rest of you, you have 
several options. If you're an alumni of Laurentian, 
you can purchase an account for around $100 a 
year. If you want to use a graphical interface such 
as Netscape or Mosaic, the two most popular net 
servers, you can purchase such an account in town 
(details to follow soon). If you 're a student without 
an account, simply call computer services at 673- 
6549 and ask for details. 

The services here at Laurentian arc lack- 
ing somewhat. Ifyou're an alumni, youraccount is 
limited to two megabytes of space, effectively 
curtailing the size of files you can download (un- 
less you complain, as a chap I know got his account 
bumped up to five megabytes). If you 're a group on 
campus who wants an email address, you arc out of 
luck. 1 know that CFLR has had no luck in gelling 
an account because computer sci-viccs doesn't like 
multiple users on one account, something that 
hasn't stopped any other university from giving 
newspapers and radio stations accounts, on their 
servers.

The Laurentian Soccer Vees played the Concordia Stingers from UQAM 
(Universite Quebec a Montreal) in two exhibition games this past weekend.

Game 1 

The first game on Saturday 
was called a slaughter by some fans 
and was a physical affair. The Vees 
annihilated Concordia7- 1 . The Vees 
capitalized five times on Concordia' s 
flawed off-side trap. Linesman Ray 
Pardon said Concordia's lack of 
communication between the defense 
often resulted in at least one 
defenseman hanging back, giving 
Vees forwards room to push past the 
defense and intercept a pass from 
the midfielders. 

Saturday's game featured 
a couple of red card plays which 



were not treated as such. A Vees 
player was fouled by a Stinger and 
retaliated by punching him. The 
Stinger was let off and the offending 
Vee only received a yellow card for 
hisobvious intention to injure. Head 
coach Greg Zorbas soon after sub- 
stituted his carded Vee to avoid fur- 
ther physical altercations to occur.

The second game was 
played on Sunday afternoon. Once 
again, the Vees triumphed, but by a 
score of 4-0. Goalkeeper Jonathan 
Leroux shared the shutout with 
backup Karlo Forgac. George 
Sarakinis had a hat trick and rookie 
Peter Zorbas deposited one. 
Sarakinis fired the ball past the 
keeper off his own rebounded to 
score the opening goal. The second 
was headed in by Sarakinis on a 
comer kick attempt. Sarakinis com- 
pleted the hat trick on a penalty shot 
early in the second half. Newcomer 
Peter Zorbas displayed the poise of 
a savvy veteran in scoring his break- 
away goal (excuse the cheesy cliche). 
Concordia once again failed in an 
off-side trap attempt, leaving Zorbas 
twenty steps ahead of everyone but 
the Stingers' keeper. As soon as the 
keeper rushed towards him, Zorbas 
neatly tucked the ball in the top right 
comer of the net. 



A few minutes later, the 
game was called off. Referee Tony 
Cirillo gave a Stinger midfielder a 
red card for verbal abuse. Toensure 
the player would leave the field, 
Cirillo walked to the Stingers' bench. 
The Stingers' coach argued with 
him and was also instructed to leave 
the field. When they did not leave 
the field, Cirillo ended the game. 

"He said 'Give me a red 
card," explained Cirillo. "I told him 
'I don't have to. You're a coach.' 
Neither of them would leave, so I 
called off the game." 

Despite the convincing 
score, the game was close at times 
and very physical. Tripped players 
and off-side calls slowed the game 
down. Unlike Saturday's game, 
Concordia's off-side trap was cred- 
ible and Concordia had some seat- 
edging chances of their own staved 
off by Leroux. The Stingers' right 
winger posed a threat to the Vees. In 



one play, a Vees defender sloppily 
attempted to clear the ball and 
bounced it off the chest of an oppos- 
ing forward. The ball deflected to 
an open right winger who broke in 
on Leroux and drifted a shot a few 
feet from the opposite post. On 
another opportunity, the right winger 
kicked from a near impossible angle 
and forced Leroux to leap back with 
an outstretched ami to make a stu- 
pendous stop. 

'it was a bit chippy yester- 
day," said midfielder Peter Zorbas 
of the Saturday match. "Today, we 
came out a little more flat after we 
kicked the (excrement) out of them 
yesterday." Because of the antici- 
pated increased tension in Sunday's 
game, Zorbas says the Vees played 
more one-touch soccer to avoid some 
of the roughness of Saturday 's game. , 

"Laurentian is simply a 
much better team than (Concordia)", 
said Purdon.
